The highest was laS feet, raachad at 7:80 
Monday night at Davis Island Dam, at which 
point tho river became stationary and then 
began to recede. Tuesday morning water hn 
the Pittsburgh harbor was rising at the rate of 
6 inches an hour and there was much drift in 
the channel.
